YOIIB TASTE — AND DONE 

TOE EDITOR TALKS ON THE SCOPE AND LIMITS OF INDIVIDUAL 
CHOICE-DESIGN AS A SOCIAL SCIENCE AND PUBLIC RESPONSIBILITY 

As this issue appears in the year of coronation of the King of England, 
we begin naturally to think of the changes, improvements and new ideas 
which the new reign is likely to bnng with it What trend is fonsdiadowcd 
in architecture and decoration ^ 

Taking the period that has elapsed since the accession of his late Majesty, 
King George V, in order to find the broadest possible term for such changes, 
we shall probably use the word Simplification The aim of architect and 
decorator, it is constantly repeated, is to simplify, to get nd of non-essentials, 
to plan for iwcntieth-ccntury conditions and twcntieth-century mode of hfc 

Various reasons have been given why this should be so It is one of those 
penods of reacnon when, having been sickened by Ux> much useless ornament 
we fly for relief to the other extreme Life itself for the city-dwellcr is more 
complicateda humed, fiill of incident, and therefore the simplicity of the 
home is a refreshing contrast , but there are reasons for sunpliaty of a more 
definite and tangible kind than these They consist m the attempt to make 
good design practical for those who are not \\ealthy Secondly, in the 
attempt to relate the house and its equipment more closely and sensibly than 
in the past to the needs of those who are going to live m it 

This IS not quite or not necessarily the same thing as simplification The 
International Exhibition at Pans m 1925 was for some years following con- 
sidered to be a tnumph of modem ideas because, for example, instead of 
an expensive sideboaid with a great deal of decoration it provided an 
expensive sideboard without much decoration That is to say, furmture 
was simplified, but to what end ^ It remained fundamentally the same, as 
far as purpose and the way in which u met the purpose was concerned 
Nor did It become less costly Thus it might seem that the whole difference 
was reduced to one of taste m the asthetic sense, and simplicity for simphaty’s 
sake was another way of saying art for art’s sake 

Simplicity, of course, the right kind of Simplicity, is a fine thing, but there 
must be a reason for it That is the condusioii of an increasing number of 
designers to-day , and it is welcome because such a hnc of thought follows, 
more closely than before, the hne of thought of the eventual users of these 
objects of design There is much more in the matter than a sentunental 
discarding of \ ictonan thmgs after a long penod of sentimental hoardu^ 
The householder, man or woman, does not want simply to be the negation 
of something else, or live m the shell of a Victorian room (which, even so, 
may be a Victorian room still} People need what serves the purposes of 
thar mode of bfe Thus the old style of cramped and firagile wnUng-desk 
required much more than simplification The mcreasuig number of type- 
writer users require space for this modem instrument, and on thu assumption 
the designer of fiimiture has a new problem to solve, not to be solved by 
gettmg nd of superfl-uous omatnent The relation of seating accommodation 



to some given number of guests and type of hospitality is another aspect of 
mtenoT planning which the modem designer will take into account There 
aie many more Human bemgs are human beings still, they want rest, food, 
the society of their fellows, etc , but the slight changes in the where, when, 
and how of this are obvious enough to require real adjustment of setting 
The function of the architect and designer thus becomes, apart from his 
technical knowledge, not that of a man of taste, but an mterpreter of social 
life He must solve among other thmgs questions of etiquette, of hygiene, 
of the purse He must allow sympathetically for the active pursuits and 
pleasures of his clients as well as their passive existence in the surroundmgs 
he provides , and they in turn will raise these questions if they are minded 
to have a home that fits them, instead of finding themselves enclosed by 
unsuitable surroundings It is as a social science that we may expect to see 
developments in architecture and decoration It is to be hoped that the 
International Exhibition opening in Pans this year will provide examples of 
this trend towards desigmng afresh The “ mdustnal designer ” in the 
L nited States, such men as Raymond Loewy, Walter Dorwm Teague, Henry 
Dreyluss, and Russel Wnght, have already shown the value of a fresh and 
direct approach to the problem of design in details of household equipment 
and It would be extremely interesting to see how they would conceive a 
complete scheme of rooms as a domestic umt 
An mtcnoT planned on very modem lines may lose m charm and character 
while It gams in convemence — and the more or less here is a matter in which 
we cannot dictate too severely We assume a modem man and woman, for 
purposes of argument, but we must recognise the existence also of not-so- 
modern men and women and even of the antL-modem As was pointed out 
in the Introduction to last year’s Decorative Art^ so individual a matter as the 
interior of a house must allow for differences of taste or of expression Indeed, 
the rage for simplifying at all costs has shown some p^pable faults — for 
example m the virtual elirmnatioii of pictures from the walls The tendency 
no doubt has been to regard a pamtmg or other work of art as a decorative 
feature and nothing more, and to argue that it comes under the heading of 
“ superfiuous omanaent ” and get nd of it This is simplification without 
sense A picture, it is true, can have a decorative relation to the rest of a 
room, but it has much more than that Scnously considered and chosen, it 
IS as much a part of the life of the intellect and imagination as the bo^ 
and music with which a house is stocked as a matter of course If the 
architect and decorator do not provide for them it would seem to indicate 
they are not fully ahve to their social rdle which should make them the 
interpreters of as full and nch a bfe as possible 
Indeed, a more rational planning of the istenor should not be allowed 
to thrust aside the claims of beauty — or, as it sometimes does, to become a 
sort of moral disapproval of any such thing There is nothing ethically wrong 
with ornament, nor need we restrain our liking for a piece of “ penod ” 
furmture which may be in itself qmte adnuraUe The right way to look 
at modem design » from the practical angle of what matenal advantages it 
provides, not as an almost religious cult to be accepted with awe 



Tbc limit to individual freedom, however, is clearly marked when we 
consider the house from without and m relation to other houses Here the 
problem is truly one of social sacnce, and concerns everybody The question 
of architectural planmug goes somewhat outside the limits of Decorative 
Art^ for It is impossible to think of it logicady without realising that it i& a 
matter of communal planmng But at least we can all realise that the 
abundance of ugliness to be found m every part of the world v^hcrc there 
are cities and large numbers of people is due to an absence of social respon- 
sibility in architecture, blame for which wc must all share to some extent 
There is the absurdity of cities built on rural lines and rural distncts casually 
and wantonly built up as aty streets , the new suburb which remains 
obstinately viilage-hkc (though a distorted and bloated village} even when it 
IS thoroughly urban , the small houses on each side of an arterial road, 
vibratmg day and mght to the thunder of traffic In such distncts the clash 
between modem, not-so>modern, and anti-modem becomes a public nuisance 
Pseudo-Tudor is flanked by pseudo-Georgian, by Hollywood Spamsh, by 
compromises between all die known styles The Type A, Type B and 
Type C of the speculative builder offer every assortment of size, shape and 
style Noise and absence of privacy are forther disadvantages 
As this seems to be a fault which can only be corrected by very far-reaching 
organization, the individual may feel that it has little to do with him or her 
Yet if one of us, as a private individual, intends to buy or build a house then 
there la a choice to be made Such a prospective house-owner may ask 
‘ Am 1 to choose a house in some traditional style, or one of these modern 
houses ^ ” It IS aU the more difficult because the specifically so-called 
modem ” house is still in the minonty, and the strange position prevails 
that this twentieth-century architecture is a lone interloper that has to edge 
Its way in among very different kinds of building Many individual buyers 
hesitate, attracted perhaps by the cleanness of line and novelty of shape , 
yet, they may think to themselves, “ In a few years, will this appear a freak 
that I shall be heartily sick of by that time ^ ’* Such a thought will give 
pause to those who have hmited incomes — though it may not deter the 
wealthy There is no easy solution to the difficulty It is easy to eapenment 
with the intenor — ^not so easy with solid and expensive construction Whether 
the house will harmonise with its existing surroundings must be borne in 
mmd, especially in country districts , and there the mellow attractions of 
histone buildings and local tradition may seem so strong that the modern 
bouse is out of place Consultation with an architect should be a first step 
and add a determination to be satisfied with the practical funcUomng of the 
house, for a sound plan conditions a good deal of its appearance 
Actually our difficulty is that of too great a variety of choice, but it may 
be that we must wait f<>r the appearance of houses produced cheaply and m 
quantity, but of good design — ^forms as definite and widely used as the 
automobile — ^before our budding begins to show a consistent character 
Much, however, would be gamed if as a community we begin to think 
senoualy of the problem No mdividual can alter conditions prevailing, but

happy about modem architecture, but the germ of a good idea la there 

llie mtenors, with some mcvitable ups and downs and vaganes offoshion, 
show much practical simplicity tending m the direction that has been 
desenbed earlier in these pages Taken as a whole, however, one is often 
surpnsed at the hi^ level of deugn in fabrics, mgs, furmture and the 
insignificance of such works of art ’* m the old sense as find their way mto 
these rooms One feels that the escellent modem fabric designs (in Great 
Bntam particularly good at present) the comfortable armchairs, the intimate 
nest of bookshelves, the soft lighting, in foct the many pleasant aspects of the 
modem mtenor require not compentioa but a complement The appear* 
ance of modem forms ef design, no lon^r “ apphed *’ art in being bmre^ed, 
but ansiDg naturally fimm the nature of Jhe material and its puipose, seems 
to have set up a guU* between the two forms of art which is not healthy m 
its result The gallenes pictures and sculpture provide a wide choice 
and many of them have been modernised in decoration so that it is possible 
to see the effect of contemporary art in the characteristic mtenor of to-day 
It may be that sudi small details as the abohtion of the picture rail (whu^ 
makes an awkward division of wall ^»ce), the natural Iiesitabon to hammer 
nails into a beautifoUy suiiaced are pardy responsible, but it should 
not be beyond the ingenuity of architect and designer to provide simple and 
decorative methods of stonog a “library” of art and of contriving its 
presentation in a practical and elective way 

There is evidence that the design of inidustnally produced articles is 
improving In the appomtments of the kitchen and (to a lesser degree) Che 
bathroom diere is a great advance , and the modem btehen is one of the 
most aatis&ctocy rooms m the house Its purpose, obviously, is clear, nor 
IS there much di^nmoe of opinion as to its ideal form That other rooms 
are leas decuive m character b, however, not to be wondered at, perhaps 
not to be regretted, for 'we caniiot regard the whole problem as a znechanical 
one — ^nor in the vmied atuf subtle matter of individnahty should we pidfou 
to impose one sdlutioa upon everybody

and us^ fitments, such as hudt-in wardrobes and 
chthes shaves, dressmg-tdbUs that combine, for the 
first tune tn hsimy, comfort undi mstbthiy, bedside 
tables that will accommodate a teUphmu, a 
brealfast tray and (of course) those permanent 
necessities, books and a cigarette box * 

Bedrooms ought not to have restless patterns or 
tmng colours Thty should not be crowded, and th^ 
should be ea^ to Aeon The Jurmture should be 
rather plainly des^ned, and solidly contracted 
Wardr^ doors mustn't stick or squeak, and ^aarers 
must run smoothly as well as bei^ rf (he right sue 
to tdoe clothes folded the unty ell laundries fold 
them Curtains must not only look nice, they must 
run easily and sUentty and exclude light but not air 
Wherever light is needed it should be instantly 
aoailabie, other euiomatieeUy (as tn a clo^ 
cupboard) or by means of a convenient switch Shoes 
and hats should have special racks fitted at eye level 
and concealed by dust-proof doors Every bedroom 
should have its aeeompattytng bathroom or at least 
a basinmihtapsfor hat and cold water Eueiyihtng 
should be done to aid good sleeping and efibrtUss 
dressing and undressing-^-and andd be done in the 
least pretentious home fy means of a litHe inieUigent 
planning 

At present, alas, many of the above simple con-

Whai we ash of the kitchen, these di^, ts that it 
shall be a conoenuat workshop for the Reparation 
of food and the stmi^ of cleaning equipment 
(Nevermind about the servants, they, if ai^, spend 
thetr ojf-hme in a pleasant apartment equipped wi^ 
ea^ chairs, radio and a supfdj ^ bght noiels) 
So what we chiefly want is a el^, bright room 
containing gas or electric cooker, refrigerator, and 
an arrtff <f labour-saving devices that will rescue 
us (^or our servants) from an infmH of soul- 
desiruymg idiores We want well mi floor surfaces 
to be easily washable— we want light-weight cooking 
uesseis—^inks set at the correct height — aecesstbie 
shelves and roon^ cupboards— mll-fianned kitten 
cabinets, drokningo^, Uavel-OLrers, jdate-con- 
tamers and Sana^re to Keep the Ironing Board 
{For ironing board also read t/acmpn cleaner or any 
other if wuversaUy used eentraphem for wksch 

the aoerage kitchen has no special accommodation, 
and udtuh therefore have to stand about anywhere, 
coUeeting dust and getting in the wiy of whoever 
runs the kitchen) 

The simple trvA is that we can now buy almost 
arydtmg megmable to moke cooking easier and 


wasking-up lighter and more agreeable But — and 
ifs a big but—we ean*t buy all cheapfy, and— a 
still bigger difficult — we hardly ever haoe enough 
space to store them muse them to Ote full Kitdms, 
in short, are getting too small And it u* fauful 
to work in a teo-mall kitchen, even if it u fised 
itnth the mehnsaving precision of a ship's gdieif , 
for no matter how we may stre^me our aetwUies, 
a trey of croekey or a bowl of potatoes remains the 
same tneor^esable size and reyiires elbow-room for 
honing This seems to have been aoerlotdted—by 
architects qf small modem flats especial^ Seme of 
their kitchens are, one feels, likely to give the or- 
dsnmy, human-said com claustrophobia— whiHieaidt 
he good either fir the dinner or the dishes 

The kitchen is, tfUr all, the ** essential servues 
department " ^0 trouble spent on making U cen- 
vemmt and attractive can be too great Much is 
being done to make it a pleasant workshop for the 
mo£m woman, but we are only at the beginuuw 
And even for dtose begmna^ we have to pay fir

where cUanltness is of greater mportance than ease 
Eating utensils and cooking vessels are still 
best made of metal, hut wood, glass, rubber, cork 
and piastKS are both better and chea^ for a gyeat 
mofty other everyiey articles such as trays, fenders, 
teapots, fiowfr^btmAs and door handles Metal 
window frames and bathroom ftttngs, however, are 
infmtely prrftrable to their wooden predecessors tn 
a steamy atmosphere Wherever there is a fear of 
damp efectmg the object, whether by warping or 
staining li, or making it shn^, it is well that it 
shouldbe made of metal tn preference to wood But 
there seems no point in puUtr^ metal to peculiar uses 
for which It IS not naturally suited
